If it turns out the ONI Field Command at' Saitland 
is not able to assist you oa this question, please 
let um know and we will see what we can do-. 

%, With regard to the three scenario® generally, 
the most striking aspect is the treatment accorded 
the ussa. Soviet interests Wr# not wholly ignored, 
hut they are mentioned ratfceif infrequently and usually 
secondarily to those of Chine . The 0SSE is, after all, 
a considerable power to he reckoned with in the 
Western Pacific and probably will be even more so in 
the future-. Moreover, the OSSB i® in a position to 
apply substantial economic and political leverage in 
sscsme of the nen-Ctommimist nations of the Pacific, The 
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Soviets regard themselves ns having achieved the status 
of « world maritime power- Moscow*® interests in the 
Indian Ocean and the hordering states have been growing 
and will continue to do s© and the Soviets have been 
building up their influence in some of these states. 

In short, in your review of these scenarios, deeper 
consideration of the Soviet interest and power position 
in the yestern Pacific and Indian Ocean areas would 


see m to be in order.
